'pHE  COMMITTEE  OF  MANAGEMENT  has  pleasure  in 
presenting  its  108th  Annual  Report  to  the  Governors 
and  Subscribers,  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1940. 

THE  WORK  OF  1940. 

From  this  Report,  it  will  be  seen  that  all  the  resources  of 
the  Hospital  have  been  called  into  their  fullest  use.  Heavy 
and  continued  pressure  has  been  made  on  the  ordinary  beds 
of  the  Hospital  by  the  normal  and  increased  population  of  the 
area.  The  foresight  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  supplying 
additional  emergency  beds  has  been  amply  justified.  The 
Out-patient  Department,  Maternity  Department,  Private 
Block,  X-Ray  Departments  and  the  Massage  Department 
have  also  all  experienced  their  busiest  year  in  the  History 
of  the  Hospital,  and  even  the  Beaumont  Cottage  has  again 
been  brought  into  commission  as  a  Maternity  Unit.  The 
Hospital  Committees  and  the  Staffs,  in  some  departments 
inadequately  increased  and  in  others  reduced  through  recruit¬ 
ment  to  His  Majesty’s  Forces,  have  dealt  with  this  extra  work 
with  enthusiasm.

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INCOME  AND  EXPENDITURE  ACCOUNT. 

The  Accounts  for  1940  show  a  satisfactory  state  of  finances, 
but  these  figures  should  not  lead  to  undue  optimism,  nor  any 
relaxation  of 'efforts  to  increase  normal  resources  of  income 
nor  to  reduction  of  the  present  standards  of  economical  ad¬ 
ministration.  Had  it  not  been  for  the  grants  from  the  Ministry 
of  Health  in  respect  of  treatment  given  to  Service  and  Civil 
Defence  patients  and  Air  Raid  casualties,  there  would  have 
been  an  adverse  balance  on  the  Income  and  Expenditure 
Account. 

Annual  Subscriptions  have  decreased  by  £95,  which  in  the 
main  is  due  to  reduction  or  suspension  of  subscriptions  as  a 
direct  result  of  reduced  private  incomes  due  to  war  conditions. 

'  ■»  V 

This  decrease  would  have  been  even  greater  had  not  reclaims 
of  income  tax  on  Subscriptions  under  Deed  of  Covenant  yielded 
more  this  year  on  account  of  higher  rates  of  income  tax  ;  and 
as  a  result  of  the  appeal  made  by  Lord  Kenilworth  at  the  last 
Annual  Court  of  Governors,  for  more  subscribers  to  make 
their  payments  in  this  way. 

Donations  have  increased  by  £928,  and  amongst  the  out¬ 
standing  receipts  under  this  heading  are  a  gift  of  £500  from 
the  late  Baron  Profumo,  £40  from  Miss  Gracie  Fields'  National 
Broadcast  Appeal,  and  100  guineas  from  the  British  Iron  and 
Steel  Corporation.  It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  one  or 
two  firms  which  have  temporarily  established  themselves  in 
this  area  have  taken  an  interest  in  this  Plospital— it  is  hoped 
that  this  example  will  be  more  extensively  followed.  Alexandra 
Rose  Day  receipts  reached  a  record  figure  and  show  an  increase 
of  £285  over  1939. 

Entertainments  unfortunately  show  a  decrease  of  £1,936, 
but  this  is  inevitable  and  will  no  doubt  re-adjust  itself  after 
the  War. 

The  Contributory  Scheme  figure  shows  an  exaggerated 
increase,  while  the  services  to  patients  income  shows  an  ap¬ 
parent  decrease.  This  is  due  to  the  transference  of  £2,995 
(being  receipts  from  other  Contributory  Schemes  for  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  their  members  in  the  Warneford  Hospital)  from 
“  Services  to  Patients  ”  to  “  Warneford  Hospital  Contributors’ 
Association  ” — as  an  offset  to  the  payments  made  by  the 
Association  for  its  members  treated  at  other  Hospitals.  If 
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this  alteration  had  not  been  made  this  year  these  figures 
would  have  read  : —

showing  a  pleasing  increase  on  each  of  these  items. 

Although  a  considerable  number  of  extra  in-patients  and 
out-patients  have  been  treated  the  Expenditure  Account 
reveals  that  the  total  cost  has  been  little  more  than  that  for 
1939  despite  considerable  price  increases. 

This  is  partly  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  in  1939  over 
£1,500  was  spent  on  replacement  apparatus  in  the  X-Ray 
Department  (under  the  heading  of  Surgery  and  Dispensary) 
and  no  Annual  Cleaning  was  carried  out  in  1940  (under  the 
heading  Establishment). 

A  reserve  of  £1,000  for  annual  cleaning  and  painting  has 
been  created,  because  at  the  appropriate  time  for  the  work 
the  Hospital  was  too  busy  for  it  to  be  carried  out — nevertheless, 
it  must  be  done,  and  the  cost  will  be  unduty  heavy  as  much 
outside  wood  and  ironwork  must  be  painted  if  the  fabric  is 
to  be  preserved  adequately. 

BALANCE  SHEET. 

There  are  only  two  items  on  the  Balance  Sheet  which  call 
for  comment.  The  first  is  that  the  Capital  monies  spent 
during  the  year  have  almost  wiped  out  all  outstanding  accounts 
against  the  recently  completed  building  additions  and  altera¬ 
tions,  such  as  the  Cay  Maternity  Home  and  Lord  and  Lady 
Kenilworth  Ante-Natal  Clinic,  additions  to  the  Nurses’  Home, 
the  extension  to  the  Boiler  House,  and  the  re-modelling  of  the 
Kitchens,  only  one  account  of  £525  remains  to  be  paid. 

The  other  point  is  that  there  are  now  no  investments  held 
by  the  Hospital  which  can  be  sold  to  provide  money  for  build¬ 
ing  purposes.  The  last  of  our  free  investments  (Stocks  and 
Shares  of  the  Leamington  Priors  Gas  Company)  have  been 
sold.  The  credit  balance  of  £5,072  0s.  Od.  in  the  Legacies 
Deposit  Fund,  is  more  than  offset  by  a  debit  on  the  Capital 
Expenditure  Loan  Account  of  £10,564  0s.  Od. 

LEGACIES. 

Receipts  from  legacies  continue  to  make  a  valuable  con¬ 
tribution  to  the  funds  of  the  Hospital.

CAY  MATERNITY  HOME. 

In  the  last  Annual  Report,  we  had  to  record  a  deficit  on 
the  cost  of  building  the  Cay  Maternity  Home,  and  Lord  and 
Lady  Kenilworth  Ante-Natal  Clinic  and  Labour  Ward  Unit. 
It  is  now  with  pleasure  and  gratitude  that  the  Committee  of 
Management  reports  that  this  deficit  has  been  cancelled  by 
the  further  generosity  of  Mrs.  Cay,  who  has  increased  her 
contribution  from  £1,600  to  £2,000,  and  of  Lord  and  Lady 
Kenilworth  who,  in  addition  to  their  original  gift  of  £10,000, 
have  made  a  further  present  to  the  Hospital  of  securities  to 
the  value  of  £1,750.  This  latter  gift  has  more  than  cancelled 
the  deficit  to  the  extent  of  approximately  £400. 

The  Cay  Maternity  Home,  in  its  first  full  year  of  existence, 
has  already  proved  the  foresight  of  Mrs.  Cay,  and  Lord  and 
Lady  Kenilworth  and  the  friends  responsible  for  the  con¬ 
struction  of  this  Department. 

During  the  year  1940,  493  babies  were  born  in  the  Hospital, 
compared  with  267  during  the  year  1939,  and  even  the  year 
1939  benefited  from  the  use  of  the  Home  from  August  to 
December. 

Patients  who  have  received  treatment  in  the  Home  are 
unanimous  in  their  praises. 

A  considerable  number  of  evacuees  from  more  dangerous 
areas  have  made  use  of  this  Department  under  an  arrangement 
with  the  Warwickshire  County  Council.  The  Cay  Maternity 
Home,  although  more  than  taxed  to  its  normal  capacity,  has 
been  the  solution  of  a  problem  which  would  have  been  of  the 
utmost  gravity  if  this  Unit  had  not  been  built. 
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The  old  Beaumont  Cottage  has  again  been  brought  into  use 
as  a  Maternity  Unit  to  help  with  the  Maternity  problems 
resulting  from  War  complications  in  a  neighbouring  city. 

DEEP  X-RAY  THERAPY  DEPARTMENT. 

The  new  deep  X-Ray  therapy  machine,  installed  last  year 
at  a  cost  of  over  £1,000,  is  now  in  use.  Sixty-three  cases, 
making  six  hundred  and  forty-four  attendances  have  bene¬ 
fited  from  it. 

EFFECTS  OF  THE  WAR. 

War  conditions  have  made  demands  upon  the  Hospital 
quite  out  of  proportion  to  its  peace-time  capacity.  Not  only 
has  it  provided  treatment  for  the  sick  and  injured  of  the 
normal  residents  of  this  area,  but  its  services  have  been  extended 
to  those  who  have  left  more  dangerous  districts,  and  made 
their  temporary  homes  in  this  part  of  Warwickshire. 

As  a  Base  Hospital  under  the  Ministry  of  Health’s  Emer¬ 
gency  Medical  Services  Scheme,  it  has  treated  a  considerable 
number  of  soldiers  wounded  in  the  battle  of  France,  and  played 
its  part  in  the  treatment  of  Air  Raid  Casualties  from  a  neigh¬ 
bouring  city,  and  dealt  speedily  and  efficiently  with  victims 
of  more  local  raids. 

The  First  Aid  Post — under  the  control  of  Dr.  A.  I.  Cheyne, 
with  the  help  of  the  Matron  and  the  House  Governor,  staffed 
mainly  by  volunteers  and  with  the  assistance  of  the  Out¬ 
patients  Nursing  Staff — has  now  developed  into  a  well-organ¬ 
ised  unit,  with  personnel  on  duty  every  night  and  reserves 
always  ready  to  report  in  an  emergency.  The  efficiency  of 
the  First  Aid  Post  has  already  been  tested  and  proved,  and  is 
a  tribute  to  the  many  hours  of  training  given  by  Dr.  Cheyne. 

A  team  of  Stretcher  Bearers  has  also  been  recruited  to  help 
with  the  handling  of  Convoys  and  Air  Raid  Casualties. 

A  Decontamination  Unit  has  been  erected  at  the  front  of 
the  Hospital. 

PROTECTIVE  WORK. 

The  Victoria  Ward  basement  shelter  has  been  rendered  more 
blast-proof.  Brick  revetments  have  been  constructed  around 
most  of  the  first  floor  windows  of  the  Hospital,  under  the 
direction  and  chiefly  at  the  expense  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Windows  in  all  Wards  have  been  rendered  less  likely  to 
cause  injury  by  splintering  with  the  application  of  a  method 
recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
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All  members  of  the  staff  have  received  fire  fighting  instruc¬ 
tion  from  the  Leamington  Fire  Brigade  Chief — Inspector 
Woodfin — and  the  House  Governor  holds  periodic  practices 
and  all  new  developments  in  methods  are  made  known  to 
the  staffs. 

Even  prior  to  the  recent  Fire  Watchers  Order,  constant  night 
vigil  was  kept  for  fire  and  other  damage,  and  four  men  were 
always  available  at  the  Hospital  at  night  during  warning  periods. 

Practically  all  members  of  the  staff  have  taken  a  course 
of  lectures  on  War  Gases  and,  with  few  exceptions,  obtained 
Pass  Certificates  in  the  subsequent  examination. 

LAUNDRY. 

Further  improvements  have  been  effected  in  the  laundry, 
.  under  the  guidance  of  Mr.  R.  Stephenson. 

The  obselete  and  worn  out  main  washing  machine  has  been 
replaced  at  a  cost  of  £390  by  two  Tullis  machines  which  will 
permit  the  laundry  to  cope  with  the  increased  amount  of 
washing,  and  at  the  same  time  ensure  better  segregation  and 
distribution  of  the  articles  throughout  this  department. 

WATER. 

During  the  year,  it  was  found  that  the  water  was  attacking 
the  metal  of  the  Hospital's  boilers,  causing  a  pitting,  which 
although  not  serious  at  the  time,  would  have  developed  to  a 
dangerous  degree  if  its  progress  had  not  been  arrested. 

Considerable  investigations  have  been  made  into  the  original 
cause  of  this  corrosion,  and  it  is  believed  that  a  suitable  remedy 
is  now  in  use. 

THE  PATRON  OF  THE  HOSPITAL 

The  Committee  of  Management,  and  in  fact  all  connected 
with  the  Warneford  Hospital,  heard  with  profound  sympathy 
and  regret  of  the  accident  which  for  the  time  being  has  de¬ 
prived  the  Hospital  of  the  visits  of  Mrs.  Albert  Cay.  All  the 
Committees  on  which  she  works  join  with  the  patients  and 
the  staff  in  wishing  her  a  speedy  and  complete  recovery. 

THE  COMMITTEE  OF  MANAGEMENT. 

The  Committee  has  sustained  a  great  loss  by  the  death  in 
action  of  Lieutenant  The  Hon.  G.  L.  Hamilton- Russell. 

The  death  of  Mrs.  L.  H.  Rice,  J.P.,  has  deprived  the  Com¬ 
mittee  of  one  who  was  deeply  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the 
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Hospital,  and  has  occupied  a  seat  on  the  Committee  of  Manage¬ 
ment  since  1924.

Miss  M.  E.  Parry,  the  Honorary  Secretary  of  the  Library 
Committee  has  found  it  necessary  to  resign  as  she  has  left  the 
district,  and  Miss  E.  Bagaley  has  been  appointed  in  her  place. 


MATRONS  REPORT,  1940. 

Although  this  year  has  been  a  very  busy  one,  there  is  not  a 
lot  to  report,  and  there  have  been  few  changes  in  the  Nursing 
Staff. 

The  Cay  Maternity  Block  was  approved  as  a  Part  I.  training 
school  for  Midwifery  pupils,  and  we  started  with  7  pupils  on 
September  1st.  Sister  A.  Betteridge  resigned  her  post  as 
District  Midwifery  Sister,  and  Sister  M.  J.  Forrest  was  ap¬ 
pointed  in  her  stead. 

Sister  L.  V.  Jones  of  Timms-  Ward  left  in  June  to  be  married, 
and  Staff  Nurse  Litchfield  was  promoted  Sister  of  Timms. 

Sister  E.  Williams,  Tutor  and  Home  Sister,  left  in  November 
and  Miss  M.  Downs  was  appointed  in  her  place. 

Seventeen  Probationers  entered  during  the  year  and  fifteen 
signed  their  agreement  for  three  years’  training. 

The  Nursing  Staff  have  taken  courses  on  War  Gases  and 
have  -  received  instruction  in  fire-fighting. 

The  Nurses’  Social  Club  has  provided  enjoyment  and  re¬ 
creation  with  its  occasional  socials  and  tennis  competitions. 

Sincere  thanks ,  are  expressed  to  Dr.  Clayton  and  other 
members  of  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff  for  their  kind  atten¬ 
tion  to  sick  nurses. 


The  Gold  Medal  for  1940  has  been  awarded  to  Nurse  D. 
Mynard  for  gaining  the  highest  number  of  marks  in  her  exam¬ 
inations,  and  the  Silver  Medal  to  Nurse  J.  Stillwell.  Matron’s 
prize  goes  to  Nurse  K.  Peadon.  . 


Eleven  nurses  sat  for  their  Final  State  examination  but 
unfortunately  only  six  passed  at  the  first  attempt.  In  the 
Preliminary  part  eight  nurses  sat  and  all  were  successful.

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CHAPLAINS  REPORT. 

The  difficulties  under  which  the  work  of  the  Hospital  has 
been  carried  on  during  the  past  year  have  been  unprecedented, 
but  they  have  not  been  allowed  by  the  Matron,  the  Doctors 
and  the  Nursing  Staff  to  interfere  in  any  way  with  my  work 
as  Chaplain.  My  convenience  in  holding  the  customary  Services 
and  visiting  the  patients  has  always  been  considered  through¬ 
out  the  hospital. 

As  previously,  I  have  been  impressed  by  the  appreciation 
expressed  to  me  by  all  the  patients  and  especially  the  soldiers, 
at  the  kindness  and  attention  which  they  have  received  while 
in  the  hospital. 

I  have  regularly  visited  the  patients  and  given  them  Special 
Services  from  time  to  time. 

Babies  have  arrived  with  unusual,  and,  at  times,  I  believe, 
inconsiderate  rapidity,  and  there  have  been  295  Churchings 
during  the  year,  that  is  an  increase  of  120  on  last  year,  and 
there  have  been  private  baptisms. 

The  Holy  Communion  is  celebrated  regularly  in  the  Chapel, 
and  at  the  Festivals  there  have  been  a  large  number  of  Com¬ 
municants  in  the  Wards. 

I  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Matron,  Doctors 
and  Nursing  Staff  for  the  help  they  have  always  given  me, in 
my  work  as  Chaplain.

Unfortunately,  this  Committee 
has  had  the  disappointment  of  finding  that  most  of  the  Con¬ 
valescent  Homes  have  been  closed  on  account  of  the  war. 
Mrs.  Cay  has  completed  twenty-nine  years  as  Honorary  Secre¬ 
tary  of  this  Committee. 

The  Ladies’  Linen  League,  which  gives  invaluable  help  in 
the  provision  of  garments  and  materials  which  are  essential 
to  the  Hospital. 

The  Warneford  Hospital  Contributors’  Association,  which, 
despite  these  difficult  times,  has  been  able  to  increase  its 
contribution  to  the  Hospital.  Our  special  thanks  are  tendered 
to  firms  who,  with  reduced  staff  and  extra  work  have  main¬ 
tained  the  machinery  for  collecting  the  contributions  from 
their  employees,  and  to  the  Voluntary  Collectors,  who,  in  the 
black-out,  and  with  extra  calls  upon  their  time,  have  con¬ 
tinued  to  give  loyal  service  to  the  Scheme. 

The  Leamington  Chamber  of  Trade  and  Employers  of  Labour 
for  contributions  amounting  to  £555  Os.  Od. 

The  Organisers  of  Concerts,  Dances  and  other  entertainments, 
the  proceeds  from  which  have  been  paid  to  the  Hospital  Funds. 

The  Clergy,  Ministers  of  Religion,  Officials  and  Congregations 
of  all  Churches  who,  through  the  Hospital  Sunday  Collections, 
Harvest  Festival  Collections  and  gifts  from  other  sources, 
have  contributed  to  the  funds  of  the  Hospital. 

The  Voluntary  workers  of  the  17th  Annual  Egg  Collection 
who,  in  spite  of  the  scarcity  of  eggs,  have  presented  the  Hos¬ 
pital  with  the  remarkable  number  of  18,158,  a  decrease  of  only 
1,377  compared  with  1939,  when  the  collection  was  made  before 
the  onset  of  the  war. 

The  Collectors  and  Organisers  of  the  Alexandra  Rose  Day, 
which  has  produced  an  outstandingly  excellent  result  of  £717, 
compared  with  £432  last  year. 

The  Warneford  Hospital  Critket  Knock-Out  Committee 
which,  with  great  determination,  succeeded  in  organising  a 
series  of  cricket  matches,  although  many  of  the  teams  were 
■  engaged  in  work  of  national  importance,  and  working  for 
•abnormally  long  hours. 
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The  Library  Committee  for  the  efficient  administration  of 
the  Hospital  Library. 

The  Old  Patients’  Association,  for  its  continued  activities  ; 
for  the  gift  of  a  suction  pump  for  the  Operating  Theatre  and 
the  services  of  two  of  its  enthusiastic  members  who  make 
regular  collections  for  the  Hospital  on  Sunday  afternoons. 

Subscribers  to  the  Christmas  Fund,  whose  generosity  provided 
much  happiness  for  the  patients  and  staff. 

The  Volunteer  staffs  of  the  First  Aid  Post,  the  stretcher 
bearing  parties  and  decontamination  unit  attendants,  who 
have  shown  the  greatest  keenness  in  their  training  and  effi¬ 
ciency  in  carrying  out  their  duties. 

The  Press  for  its  interest  in  the  Hospital,  and  the  most 

valuable  medium  which  it  provides  to  acquaint  the  public 

with  the  development  and  needs  of  the  hospital.

The  Chief  Constable  and  the  Inspector  of  the  Leamington 
Fire  Brigade,  for  their  advice  on  fire  fighting  arrangements, 
and  for  the  lectures  which  Inspector  Woodfin  has  given  to 
members  of  the  staff. 

To  all  other  friends  of  the  Hospital,  so  numerous  that  their 
names  cannot  be  mentioned  individually,  who  have  in  many 
varied  ways  helped  the  hospital  successfully  to  carry  out  its 
services  to  the  people  of  this  district  during  the  past  year. 

The  Committee  would  also  mention  the  members  of  the  Fete 
Committee,  the  Hospital  Ball  Committee;  other  Organisations 
and  individuals  whose  practical  help  for  the  moment  has,  of 
necessity,  been  suspended,  but  who  retain  their  good  will  and 
desire  to  help  the  Hospital,  and  are  eager  to  resume  their 
previous  activities  when  the  war  is  over. 

Finally  the  Committee  wishes  to.  emphasise  their  appreciation 
of  the  cheerfulness  and  efficiency  with  which  the  House 
Governor  and  Matron  have  carried  out  their  duties,  often 
involving  working  hours  which  bore  no  relation  to  the  normal ; 
and  to  the  way  in  which  all  the  members  of  the  various  staffs 
have  followed  this  example,  and  have  dealt  with  the  extra 
work  and  responsibility  imposed  on  them  by  the  conditions 
of  the  vear  1940. 
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IN  CONCLUSION. 

The  work  of  1940  was  a  record  in  every  way,  but  no  matter 
what  demands  the  future  may  bring,  the  Committee  is  deter¬ 
mined  to  do  everything  possible  to  meet  them  and  play  an 
increasingly  useful  part,  not  only  in  maintaining  the  health 
of  the  people  of  this  area,  but  in  making  its  contribution  to 
the  War  effort. 

One  thing  above  all  others  is  essential ;  the  continued 
financial  support  of  the  people  of  the  district,  their  interest 
and  good  will,  and  the  Committee  of  Management  appeals  to 
all  concerned  to  do  their  utmost,  notwithstanding  other  tem¬ 
porary  demands  upon  their  financial  resources,  to  maintain, 
or,  if  possible,  to  increase  their  assistance  to  the  Warneford 
Hospital.  From  the  experience  of  1940  the  Committee  feels 
confident  that  this  help  will  be  forthcoming.

ANNIE  CAY,  Hon.  Sec. 
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ADMISSION  OF  IN-PATIENTS. 

1.  Accidents  and  urgent  cases  are  admitted  at  any  time. 

2.  Annual  Subscribers  and  Life  Governors  may  recommend  In- 
Patients  and  Out-Patients  by  a  personal  note  to  the  Plouse  Governor 
and  Secretary.  Patients  so  recommended  must  conform  with  the 
regulations  governing  the  admission  of  In-  and  Out-Patients. 

3.  Contributors  under  the  Contributors  Association,  whose  con¬ 
tributions  are  not  in  arrears  more  than  thirteen  weeks,  and  who  have 
contributed  for  at  least  three  months,  shall  be  exempt  from  any  pay¬ 
ment  for  In-Patient  or  Out-Patient  charges  on  producing  a  Con¬ 
tributor’s  Letter  of  Recommendation  duly  signed  by  the  person 
responsible  for  receiving  his  or  her  contributions.  Should  a  Con¬ 
tributor  desire  to  enter  the  Paying  Patients’  Block,  a  remission  of 
£1  15s.  Od.  per  week  on  the  maintenance  charge  only  will  be  allowed. 

4.  Non-contributors  will  be  admitted  according  to  Medical 
urgency,  and  are  required  to  pay  up  to  the  full  cost  of  maintenance 
according  to  their  means  while  in  Hospital,  unless  otherwise  decided 
by  the  Exemption  Committee. 

5.  Any  Patient  who  is  not  a  Contributor  to  the  Contributors 
Association  admitted  in  case  of  accident  or  sudden  emergency,  who 
is  able  to  provide  and  pay  for  the  requisite  medical  or  surgical 
aid  shall  be  accountable  to  the  Hospital  for  the  expenses  incurred, 
and  the  Committee  have  the  right  of  making  such  a  charge  as  may 
fully  reimburse  the  Hospital  for  all  expenses.  The  Medical  Officer  in 
attendance  shall  be  allowed  to  make  his  own  charge  and  to  demand 
the  same  from  the  party  or  parties  liable  at  Law. 

6.  Patients  shall  be  discharged  as  soon  as  cured,  or  whenever  the 
Medical  Officer  shall  consider  that  a  longer  stay  in  the  Hospital  is 
unnecessary. 

7.  No  Patient  shall  be  admitted  as  an  In-Patient,  if  Out-Patient 
treatment  is  likely  to  be  equally  successful. 

OUT-PATIENTS. 

Out-Patients,  other  than  Contributors,  shall  be  charged  in 
accordance  with  the  Out-Patient  charges  laid  down  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Management,  and  shall,  if  necessary,  be  assisted  with 
advice,  medicine,  and  mineral  water  and  bathing  treatment,  but 
shall  be  in  no  other  respects  chargeable  to  the  Hospital. 

VISITS  TO  IN-PATIENTS. 

In-Patients  may  be  visited  by  their  relatives  and  friends  on 
Sundays  between  2  and  4  p.m.,  and  Tuesdays  between  6-30  and  7 
p.m.,  also  Thursdays  between  2-30  p.m.  and  3-30  p.m.,  but  at  no 
other  time  unless  by  special  permission.  Only  four  visitors  aie 
allowed — net  more  than  two  at  a  time — on  any  Visiting  Day.  Visitors 
are  not  admitted  to  the  Children’s  Ward,  and  no  children  under 
14  years  of  age  are  allowed  to  visit  anyone  in  the  Hospital,  except 
by  special  permission.  Cards  for  visitors  are  provided  by  the 
Hospital.

A  FEW  INTERESTING  DETAILS: 

44  gallons  of  Milk  are  consumed  daily. 

Over  1  cwt.  of  bread  is  consumed  daily. 

7  tons  of  coal  in  winter  and  5J  in  summer  are  burnt  in  the 
boilers  daily  to  provide  (night  and  day)  steam  for  sterilizing  and 
cooking,  hot  water  for  sterilizing,  washing  and  heating. 

The  Hospital  has  its  own  Laundry  where  over  7,000  pieces  are 
washed  and  ironed  every  week. 

The  Hospital  is  well  and  economically  run  compared  with  other 
Hospitals  of  the  same  size,  as  is  shown  by  the  comparative  statistics 
published  in  the  Hospitals’  Year  Book. 
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
